We will therefore view, Firſt, Their Outward Condition, and 
Gods Defign upon them thereby, (ver/.9,) Then the Faith our 
Apoſtle Ayows, (verſ.10.) which are the main Conſidcrables in 
theſe two Verſes. be 

1. We had a Sentence of Death in our ſelves : That was 
their Condition. That we ſhould net truſt in our ſelves, but in 
God which raiſeth the Dead: That was Gods Deſign upon them 
and us.—-— God in his Providence many times ſees fit to brin 
his faithſulleſt Servants into ſuch Plunges of Miſery, and Dif 
culries, whence. none but an Almighty Unſeen Power, can Re- 
trieve them": ' And this, to the end. he may teach them, and 
others by them, dependance on himſelf. alone. They are fo re- 
duced, as that they' muſt truſt to Inviſible Omnipotence or Ne- 
thing ; As inthe Text, 7o God that raiſeth the Dead : For their 
Condition is in cfte& ſuch as that of men in the Grave, or un- 
der the Power of Death. 

2. He Avows, Ged had Delivered, and even till to the inſtant 
in which he ſpoke, d7d Deliver, and that they truſted he would 
yet Deliver them. . When in Deplorable or Deſperate Cir-

Names, eſpecially Three, who 
were in their Days Wonders of Danger and Miſery, and yet ob- 
tained as wondrons Deliverance, through the Faich which they 
Learn'd and Practied in their 'moſt deſperate Circumſlances. 
The Three were Noah, Daniel and Job, Ezek.xijv.14,&c, The 
Livcs of eachof Thefe, are fo many Exemplifications or Prece- 
dents of the Caſe before us. : _ | 

Whart could Noah Truſt to, or whence could he hope for 
(ſhall 1 ſay, or imagine) any Help poſſible, but from. a Power 
ſuperiour to Earth and. Air, (from Him that dwelleth inHcavyen) 
when he ſaw the Fountain's of the Great Deep broken up, and the 
Windows of Heaven opened,” and continucd mighty Rains for 
fourty Days and fourty Nights  Asfar as Fleſh and Blood can ſec, 
he had a Sentence of Death in himſelf; _ at leaſt could truſt in no- 
thing but the Living God, to ſurvive that Flood by which all 
Mankind, except himſelf and his, periſhed : And according to 
the Growth of his Dangcrs, no doubt was that of his Faith.

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God had-plac'd the Children of 7/7ael', his then only viſible 
Church, in;the beſt partof Egypt, in Eofhen ; under the happy 
Goverment, at leaſt Prime Minilſtry,of their Brother Foſeph : He 
could here have made them a Numerous and moſt Flouriſhing 
People ; Bur this would nor have brought them tothe Acknow. 
ledgment of his Works, nor Dependance on his Power. They 
muſt therefore firſt be brought into Bondape, 7» Mortar, Brick, 
and all manner of {ervice, (even to make Brick without Straw) un- 
der Tackwaſters which made them ferve with Rigour. Their Male 
Childrex muſt he decree'd to. the River, caft thereinto and de- 
ſiroy'd; infomuch that they muſt groan by reaſon of their Bondage. 
In this Condition they learn to cry unto the Lord, the God of 
their Fathers ; and their Cry came up unto him, Exod.itz3. But 
even yet they are not by ſufficient Miſery ripe for Deliverance. 
Pharaoh and the Hoſt of the Egyptians muſt be Arm'd , al! the 
Farſes, and Horſemen, and Chariots of Egypt muſt be drawn out, 
againſt them, and in purſuit over-rake them : They muſt be ſhut 
uf inthe Wilderneſs, in the Straits of Pthahiroth, with the Sea be 
fore, and their Enemies behind : And now they muſt ftand [til}, 
and ſee the Salvation of the Lord , that they 
may learn, 7+ is the Lord that fights for them, 
and from Him alone cometh their Help. But they did not all 
Learn this, and therefore the Carcafſes of them that believed not, 
fell in the Wilderneſs, (though-neither by Pharaoh, nor in the Red 
Sea, leſt their Enemies ſhould Triumph.) Thoſe few who did 
believe,, Recerved the Promiſe, and were led ihto the Promiſed 
Reſt, by that Mighty Arm, which bronght-them out of their 
Bondage. Av oy oth. 

. By theſe Perſonal Inſtances of Noah, Daniel, Fob and. David, 
Saints undoubtedly of the firſt Magnitude, and by the Natio- 
nal Caſe of 1ſrael, the People whom God' had Choſen to Him: 
ſelf our ef: all Pcople, it appears, as to the Matter of FaQ, 
That God often reduces his faithſulleſt and moſt beloved Scr-' 
vants-to ſuch Critical Depths of Miſery , whence none but an 
Almighty hand can Retrieve them ; and wherein they muſt ci- 
ther truſt in Him, or pive up all Truſt, and beloſt.] **

moſt ſways and laſtly determines us to a Reſolution, may. nor 
prefume to ſay, where God has not faid | Jaies This or that mo- 


ved God thus to Act; yet with humble Reverence we may ſay 
in general, He does it undoubtcdly for moſt holy and wife Rea- 
ſons in. the Goyernment of the World. The Particulars weſhall 
fully kno w at the Day, of the Reyclation of all things. Mcan 
while, AS in Gzving Rain and Fruitfal Seaſons, and thereby ji! 


ling our Hearts with Food and Gladueſs, ſo ſometimes in changing 


his hand, and ſundry wile giving us a Sextence of Death. in ,our 
ſelves, whence yer, as. hg ſees fir, he grants Reprieves;; In all 
theſe he leaves not himſelf without a Witneſs. Did all Humane 
Afﬀairs move in one conſtant, even, regular ſort, as Fixed Stars in 
an Orb whither no Clouds or Storms ariſe, ſome would ſay, 7t is 
ood for us tobe here,and never think of anothec World, or of True 
appineſs : Others perhaps would cry out, All things come to 
paſs o' courſe ; There's no ſuch thing as Providenes. Now, 
that we ſee ſuch Eccentricai Motions and Epicycles, we muſt 
acknowledge there is an Hand that agirares, governs and over- 
rules the Whole Frame : And thoſe who demand Miracles, thar 
they may believe, may find them in-and upon themſelves , in 
thatthey, among others, are now alive. 


But it will be faid, The Faichful need not theſe Teſtimonies; - 


for according to the Hypotheſis, they are already Faithful. 
True ; they necd them nor to beget the firſL Faich, but they need 
them to quicken and confirm the Faith they have. 

But ſtil! that part of the Challenge recurres, Why ſhould God 
pitch upon his moſt Faithſul Servants thus to exerciſe ? It ſeems 
ficter ſuch Examples ſhould be made on thoſe, who have more 
deſerved ſuch Severities. 

The Anſwer may be, Wicked Men in ſuch Difficulties would 
not truſt in God, apply to Him, or glorifie Him at all-: . They 
would rather turn Impatient and Deſperate. Let Sau! be at a 

toſs 
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loſs, and hell ſeek to the next Witch or Devil, inſtead of fub- 
mitting all to God. And thoſe in the Revelations, on whom ſome 
of the /aft Plagues came, gnawed their Tongues for pain, and Bla. 
ſphemed' the God of Heaven, but repented not of their Deeds, to 
give him glory, Rev xvi.g,to,1r. Wherefore to ſuch, who exerciſe 
no Faith, who apply notto God, or acknowledge Him, there is 
moſt juſtly no Deliverance : Out of one Milery they fall into 
another; out of a Temporal, into an Erernal Abyls. 

But when Holy Men ſuffer, yer ſuffering ſubmit with Mcekneſs 
toGods Hand, callupon Him out of the Deep, and in the Deep 
ſill cruſt in Him,and are Delivered, God is glorified every way: 
His Almighty Power and Veracity is glorified in their Deliver. 
ance; And the Power of his Grace in them, 'is glorified in their 
Adheſion to Him, and Dependance upon Hini, even while He de- 
layed to Deliver, and ſeemed not to ſuccour them. The Devil 
and Wicked Men muſt ſee and acknowledpe to their own Con- 
fuſion, God has ſuch Children, who though He frown and cha- 
ſtiſe, [though he let looſe V Vicked Men and V Vicked Spirits 
upon them, which'may vex them till rhey are tempted to Curſe 


God and dye] yet they will ſtill hold faſt good Conſcience, truſt 
their God, love Him, and wait his time. They #elieve, and 
therefore will not make hafte ; will not by Impatience put that 
God our of his own Methods, who has Delivered them from fo 
great a Death, and doth Deliver them, [even at the very A or 
;aſtanr of their greateſt Oppreſſion and Anguiſh, in that under 
that very Anguiſh they ſubſiſt] and in whom they truſt, that He 


will yet Delzver them. | 

From whence v & deduced our ſecond Note ; That when by an 
Almighty Hand People have been Delivered from the Extremity 
of Danger, into whatever Difficulties they ſhall afterwards be 
broughr, they ought for ever to truſt to thar Delivercr. 

** [For ſuch Perſons have 'the ſame Reaſons in common with 
others to truſt God, and they have, beſides Perſonal, Reaſons pe- 
-culiar to themſ?e[vecs. | =P | 

The Reaſons which Chriflian People: 7» common have to truſt 
God, arc his infinite Power, Wiſdom and Goodneſs, By which He 

ſeems 
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ſeems 2s it- were i1 Honour bound to provide for, and preſerve, 

whom he has pur into being and dependance upon Him, while; 
they own this dependance, begging and truſting to Him, that, 
by his Viſitation He will preſerve the Spirit which He gave :: 
And beſides all this, His Word and Promilſe fo to do. - Theſe, 
Conſiderations make it [rju/tice-in any who Know God, to Di-, 
truſt Him. os 

But beſides theſe common Motives, ſuch Perſons whom God; 
has more Signally Deliver'd, have had experience of his Loving- 
Kindneſs and Good Will, Particularly to themſelves ;- and this: 
laſt, is all chat Chriſtians may, or that perhaps moſt of them are 
apt to doubt. That Godis Able enough, and Wiſe enough to: 
help us, none (who believe the Being of a God) can queſtion ; 
But whether He Will or no, by reafon of our guilt, is the mat-, 
rer to be doubted. Now ſuch Perſons having had cxperience of 
God's good VVill in Particular to them, as well asof his Power, 
VViſdom, Veracity and Goodneſs in general , are more exceed- 
ingly ſinful, if Diffident. This makes it in them Tvgratitude to: 
Diſtruſt Him.] * * 

Bur is it then the Duty of all Chriſtian People, when in Dan- 
ger, ſimply totruſt in God for Deliverance > Or is it not truly 
faid, That Truſt in God for ſuch Particular Mercies as we. 
want, 1s not (like Repentance, and the Faith of Aſſent, and 
ſome like Particulars) abſolutely every Mans Duty who hears 
thereof, but the Duty only of ſome who are qualify'd; and of 
them to, with certain Cautions, and under certain Conditions 2 

The Anſwer ſhall be very brief, plain, and diſtin, in Four 
Conclufions. 

r. Particular Truſt in God, being required to be proportio- 
nate to Gods Promiſes, and there being nothing that the Faith- 
ful can want, which God has not promiſed, there. is nothing 
that they can want which they may not truſt ro Him for : The 
young Ltons do lack and ſuffer hunger, but they that 
fear the Lord ſhall not want any good thing :

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2. They who would Acceprably, or according to the will of 
God, truſtinHim, muſt take heed they be not withour the in- 


ward Qualifications which bring Men within the compals of the 


Promiſe. The Promiſe is to fuch who fear the Lord; not to 


them who lightly eſteem Him. And again, . Every May, faith 


the Apoſtle, who hath this hope in him, purifieth bimſelf eves as He 
is pure, 1 John iii. 3. There is nothing more deplorable chan to 
hear looſe, impenirent, carnal Perſons (by Carnal, T mean fuch 
whoare without a ſenfe of Godlinefſs, or Religion, upon their 
Hearrs) ſay upon every Exigent, / truft in God : You truft in 
God !'VVhat have you to do to truſt in Him ? Hear whar God 
faith'to you; What haſt thou to do that thou ſhouldeſt take my 
Covenant it thy Meath, ſeeing thou hateſt InſirutTion, and caſteſt my 
wort! behiktl rhee, Pal. 1. x6, 17. Cleanſe your Hands, ye Sjnners, 
—_—_ your Ftearts, ye Double minded ; and then draw nigh to 
God, avd Fe wil! draw nigh to you, Jams iv. 8. 

3. Beciufe God has no otherwiſe promiſed particular outward 
Bleſſings to us, than as He ſees them good for us (7 hey that fear 
the Lord [hal want nothing that z5sgood) In our truſt to God for 
ſuch things, we muſt always intermix ſubmiſſion to his Wiſdom 
and Will. We need not doubt but He will certainly give the 
outward Goods we would have, it He ſees us fit for them ; and 
there 1s nothing firs us more, than Purity, or Univerſal Holineſs, 
which we urged inthe former Parcicular ; and Humility. or pcr- 
&& Submiſſion to God, which we preſs in this 

Laſtly, Tnaſmuch as'God is without Variablencſs, or Shadow 
of Changine, conftant unto Himſelf, and works not cxtraor- 
dinarily but upon cxiraordinary Occaſions, inaſmuch as He alters 
not 'the'Courſe of Nature by the uſual Aﬀts of his Providence, 
but Nature and Providence ſweetly agree; they therefore, who 
truſt in'God to any Particular Purpoſe, muſt with ſuch Holincſs

Ir was then, inſtead of a Confeſſion, the Re- 
morſſeſs Boaſt of a Principal Conſpirator,when apprehended, That 
their Oeſign wag fo far Advanced by that time , a$ it wag 'not- poſſible (63 
the Wit of Pantopzeventit. $o proud of themſelves, of rheir own. 
Wiſdom,: Counſels and Strength, fo. arrogant againſt God, fo 
contemptuous and implacable againſt us, was (Iwiſh I could not 
fay, is) the Malice of the Iriſh Papiſts, and eſpecially of their 
Prieſts, who then had (God grant they ſtill have not) Charm'd 
that People out of all Reaſonand Bowels.

3.) to exhort 
you, that you earneſtly contend for the Faith once deliver'd to 
the Saints : Once, namely, by Chriſt to his Apoſtles, and by 
them and thcir Dire&tion, now extant in Holy Scripture. Ho- 
ly Scripture is the True Reformed , the Truly -Old Religion, 
And I necd not tell you what Enemics the Iriſh are to your 
Bibles. Oaly give me leave ro demand of the World a
